WONDERFUL WATCHES. 


THE INGENIOUS CHRONOMETERS OF 


THE PAST 200 YEARS. 


Timepieces That Were Wonders in De- 


sign anil TVorkniiHishlp— Watches in the 
ICnds of t'ml>rella Handles and Lead Pen- 
oiH—The Physician's "Familiar Spirit." 


For years old Dr. Allan, the Scottish 


physician, "Ms suspected of being a wiz- 
ard, nn opinion which was considered 
all but confirmed when, in 1630, he prc- 
vidi'd himself with a silver watch of the 
regulation size and style. Chancing to 
stop \\ ith a neighbor over night and it 
being somewhat cold, he laid the watch 
near his body and covered it with tho 
bed quilth so that the chilly weather 
would not affect the works. Nexttnorn- 
ing he arose rather abruptly and left the 
house without removing his treasure 
from its cozy nest in the bed. 


In ridding up the room the servant dis- 


covered "the infernal chattering thing," 
and immediately concluded that it must 
be the old doctor's "familiar spirit," con- 
clusions which were hardly arrived at 
bel'oresbe had fled wildly from the room. 
Other servants were called and the whole 
array charged the "chattering thing" in 
tin- bed. 
Clubs and tongs were freely 


used, but tho case was strong and the 
tbing still chattered defiantly. 
One of 


the ^irls, more courageous than the 
others, finally agreed that she would 
take the tongs and carry tho thing to tho 
moat and drown it, a proceeding fraught 
with danger, but at last decided upon. 
Tin- others followed at a respectable dis- 
tanro with hoes, clubs and shovels, with 
which they proposed to pounce on tho 
Ibinu' should it attempt to attack tho 
heroic girl. 
When tho old doctor re- 


lurned for Ids watch he waa informed of 
what had been done, one of I he servants 
leading the way to where the thing had 
been drowned. It was found hingingon 
a bush on the bank of the moat. 
The 


failure to icat ot drown the thing to 
death fully convinced tho servants that 
it was in reality the old wizard's spirit, 
and they could not lie persuaded to 
lunch it. 


Tliis story is related simply to show 


what rarities watches must have been 
even at that late period of the Seven- 
teenth century. 


A MARVEL IN ITS WAY. 


In 17(59 one of the admirers of George 


I I caused to be made for that monarch a 
«atch which was a marvel in its way. 
li b,id a calendar hand which pointed to 
: he iia\s of the month aiid of (lie year. 
[)!.-•'.e;id of making a revolution every 
mouth, like tho calendar watches of to- 
iiav, it took the whole SGo days to get 
once nround. The dial plate was only 
bui inches in diameter, therefore1, the 
ll^ures must have been very minute, 
otherwise the ;!(!.") numerals could not 
h a \ e been arruuged around the border. 


Tin? annual (Hal calendar was but one 


of a number of extras with which this 
watch was provided. A movable diamond 
performed diurnal revolutions as regular 
as did the great orb after which it was 
modeled; it struck the hours, the half 
hours and the quarters, whilo an inside 
dial plate revolved in a manner clearly 
exhibiting the variations of the seasons. 


The English house of commons, fol- 


lowing a suggestion of Sir Isaac Newton, 
appointed a committee Juno 11, 1714, 
u ith [lower to olTer a reward of £20,000 
to any one who would invent an accu- 
rate time keeper for use at sea in deter- 
mining longitude. After many years of 
labor and study the invention was an- 
nounced as perfected. 
However, the in- 


ventor, one John Harrison, did not ro- 
C'-ive tho reward for his labor until Sept. 
IS. 1704. 


Keyless watches have been known for 


tl'e past 100 years, but not until within 
the past twenty-five havo they coti'C into 
goncr.il use. 


It would take columns to enumerate 


all I he dainty and wonderful little lime- 
pieces that have been made during the 
past 400 years. 
They have been made 


nut larger than pease, and set in rings 
for physicians to facilitate the counting 
ol the pidse. They have been fixed in 
hiaoelots, brooche.-, eye glasses, tops of 
innlirella handles ami oven on the ends 
of lead pencils, where they occupy the 
Bailie position as the rubber on the aver- 
age Kahor. 


In KM a watchmaker of Dresden ex- 


hibited a watch made entirely of paper. 
The' paper was chemically prepared, and 
the maker claimed that it would be as 
serviceable as if made of tho material 
ordinarily used. 


Tho same year, at a fair held at Wor- 


cestershire, England, thoOrowthers fv^. 
ivc I'o. exhibited one made *'nriiely of 
iron. 
W'ONDEP OF THE NINETEENTH CUNfUKY. 


An ingenious prisoner at Kuriaus, Bo- 


hemia, recently constructed a watch, 
eight centimeters in diameter, with no 
otlur tools or material except two nee- 
dles, a spool of thread, a newspaper and 
some rye straw. Tho wheels, posts and 
cogs are all made of the rye straw, 
winch, it is well known, is ijuite coarse 
and tough. It runs six hours without 
winding and keeps good time. It is now 
m possession of the prefect of Kariaus, 
who considers it the greatest marvel of 
the Nineteenth century. 


The most ingenious, perfect and com- 


plex watch ever manufactured was sent 
out from the works of Patek, Phillippe 
it Co., of Geneva, Switzerland, in July, 
1S77. and is- now in the possession of 
liaron Nicholas. It is what is known as 
the full sized "hunter." On one side 
there is a dial .f the regulation kind, ex- 
hibiting the hour, minute and second 
hands, also an independent chrono- 
graphic hand which marks the fifths 
of seconds. The same dial has repeat- 
ing mechanism, which strikes the hours, 
quarters and minutes. 


The opposite dial iias hands pointing 


to rhe mouths, weeks and days. An- 
oiher large central hand on this dial, if 
set at the l>eginning of each year, cor- 
rectly [nints to all moon phases and also 
acts as a perpetual calendar. It is so 
constructed as to admit of its keeping 
two different times, say standard on one 
side and sun time 0:1 the other.—John 
\V. Wright in Si. J,otm Republic.

After 40 Years m the Harness He 


Eetires for a Best. 


I. W. Bmrgoon Appointed Manager. 


The announcement that Col. D. H. 


Conklin has resigned his position as vice- 
president, general manager and treasurer 
of the Terre Haute is Peoria Railway 
Company, will be a genuine surprise to 
onr readers. The Colonel tendered Ms 
resignation in writing a few months ago, 
,o take effect on September 1st, which 
was Sunday, and now it is incumbent 
upon President 0.

He was first connected with 
the-Ene road, then with the Delaware, 
Lackawanna & Western.the Chicago, Bur- 
ington & Quincy, the Oilman, Clinton & 
Springfield, the Chicago, Pekin k South- 
western, the Chicago k Pnducah, part of 
which he built, Superintendent of the 
Chicago branch of the Wabash, coming 
from that road to the old Illinok Mid- 
and as receiver, and lemaining in charge 
of that property until the Terro Haute & 
Peoria company was formed to operate 
;he road. He took the rond when it was 
practically "two streaks of rust" from 
Terre Haute to Peoria, with a depleted 
;reasnry and the rolling stock run down 
and inefficient.

splendid condition, physically and finan- 
cially, and it is do.ng » good business.
